How the Laboring Men Were 
a Treated by a Candidate. 


THE DEMOCRATS STILL AHEAD. 


E f f o r t s o f t h e B e p u b l i c a n s t o I n d u c e 


H o n . J . K . T o b e r m a n t o W i t h ­ 


d r a w U n s n c c e s s f u l. 


The election to-dny promisee to be most 
exciting. For several days past, the sole 
topic of conversation on the streets has 
been the reenlt, and yesterday there was 
no cessation in the discussion of the va­ 
rious candidates in the field. It appeared 
to have dawned upon the Republicans, 
who imagined they would have an easy 
time in carrying their ticket through, 
that their chances were growing smaller. 
It was stated that the "boys,” or “ short 
hairs/* uho were successful in having 
their candidate nominated for Mayor, 
were rather taken aback when they found 
tbat he would not be endorsed by the 
Citizen’s “ 8cratch Committee.” It will 
be remembered 
tbat 
in 
December 
the Republican nominee was endorsed 
by an organization somewhat similar, 
and it was imagined that after so late a 
date as the convention had been fixed, 
nothing could be done by the other wing 
of the party. When it turned out that 
they were mistaken and that ex-Mayor 
Toberman not only accepted the nomi­ 
nation tendered him, but announced that 
he intended to fight, the managers of 
the Republican fight began to 
get 
alarmed. Yesterday morning they saw 
to their dismay that a whole division of 
the party would not vote for Hon. Henry 
Hazard, bnt intended to vote for tí on. 
J. R. Toberman. In the afternoon the 
Union League and the Republican City 
Central Committee met and decided that 
it most take active steps to induce Mr. 
Toberman to step out of their way. A 
special committee was appointed to wait 
upon him 
and ask 
him 
for his 
declination, but this 
committee did 
not find him, and in the evening another 
committee waited upon him, but Mr. 
Toberman was in the field to stay, and 
late last evening some of the beH men in 
the ranks of the “Short Hairs” acknow­ 
ledged that there was but little chance 
for them to-day. After the committee 
had beeo sent out, runners, comprising 
some of the best workers of the party, 
were sent out to spread the report that 
Mr. Toberman had withdrawn, but the 
citizens knew the tricks these men were 
in the habit of playing, and refused to 
believe that there wae a word of truth iu 
in the report. 
A reporter of the H erald called upon 
Judge Widney yesterday afternoon to 
see what he had to say regarding Mr. 
Toberman:a withdrawal. Judge Widuey 
said that if any proposition had been 
made it bad not been entertained for 
a moment. 
The present movement with 
which he is connected is not what has 
been known as the “ Anti-Saloon, or 
Citizens* Reform” party, which was in 
the field in December. This movement 
came into the field first and for this elec­ 
tion alone, and the Citizens’ Reform 
party decided to put no ticket in the 
field this election. The proper Dame for 
this movement is the “ Organized Scratch­ 
e s . ” 
The greatest satisfaction that the Re­ 
publican managers could obtain last 
night was that some of the many circu­ 
lars which they had issued during the 
day, would have some effect. 
HOW WORKINGMEN WEBB TREATED. 
These circulars and dodgers were scat­ 
tered ail over tne street* yesterday. One, 
addressed to the laboring men, was in 
favor of Henry Hazard. Tne laboring 
element however, were treated toa rebutí 
yesterday, which shows in what estima­ 
tion they are held by the Republican 
office-seekers. A committee of laboring 
men had been appointed to visit the 
candidates for Conncilmen on all the 
tickets, and atk them to 
eign an 
agreement to have eight hours fixed 
as a day of labor on public works, and to 
have the employment of Chinese pro­ 
hibited on all each work. 
This docu­ 
ment was cheerfully signed by all the 
Democratic nominees, and then the Re­ 
publican nominees were visited. 
When 
the Republican nominee from the Second 
Ward, George McLain, was visited, he 
not only relused to sign the document 
bnt trea ed the committee in a very dis­ 
courteous manner. The workingm< n of 
the city beard of this action before the 
day was out, and the calls npon them for 
votes to-day are likely to fall very flat. 
Th»-y do not desire men at the head of 
affairs in the city government who have 
no consideration for them or their in­ 
terests. 
Another circular was issued at the in­ 
stigation of some of the Republican 
workers, against Mayor Bryson. It con­ 
tained wordB which Mayor Bryson said 
he never uttered and which no one heard 
him say, apd which have been circulated 
by members of the Republican party 
who were kaown to he his enemy. This 
circular was also put out with a view of 
cap uring the vote of the workingman, 
but after the treatment of (he working­ 
men’s committee in such an outrageous 
a manner by a Republican, they fell 
very fiat. No one believed in them any 
more than they did in the pretended in­ 
terest the workers take in the welfare of 
the workingmen. 
Another significant point abont this 
campaign, is that the Oro Fino Club is 
now making the entire fight. This Club, 
which wrecked ballot boxes and kept in 
its rooms a group of hilarious ward 
strikers, has suddenly come to the front, 
and this alone has done considerable to 
disaffect the party. Its leader cannot, 
however, take the purse away from the 
Union League. It was a wise provision 
which put the “sack” into the banda of 
the Union League, aud left the work to 
done by the Oro Fino Club. A big crowd 
of strikers hung around the League rooms 
last night, but they departed as hungry 
as they went there. 
THE DEMOCRACY. 
The Democratic City Central Commit­ 
tee was hard at work all day yesterday 
making arrangements for the conduct of 
the election to-day, and all of the mem­ 
bers wt re coufideut of success. 
Assur­ 
ances were received from all sides thai 
the utmost harmony prevailed, and that 
every effort w« uld be s rained te-dav tc 
carry the ticket through. 
It wan no! 
thought for an instant that Democratic 
voles would be lost through Mr. Tober 
m-in’s candidacy, for from indications it 
seemed certain that the votes he ob­ 


tained would be to-day from the dissatis­ 
fied Republicans. 
A few of the candi­ 
dates 
issued circulars in answer to 
charges made sgainst them by their op­ 
ponents, but so far as known, none of 
them adopted the tactics of the Repub­ 
licans in throwing “mud” at their ad­ 
versaries. 
A number of French Democrats issued 
a circular in French advising their 
countrymen to vote the Democratic 
ticket entire. These circulars were eeai 
to all the French citizens, and gave them 
some information abont several schemas 
which the Republican ward-strikers had 
been trying to foist upon them. 
Late last night the Democrats were 
very confident of success, and the general 
impression was that the whole ticket 
would be elected. There were none who 
were dissatisfied, and everybody ex­ 
pressed the intention of working hard 
from morning till night for the success ot 
the entire ticket. 
NOTES. 
A map of the city and the polling 
places will be found in another column. 
The polls will open at 6 o’clock this 
morning and close at 7 o’clock this 
evening. 
The Prohibitionists issued a circular 
yesterday aeking the support of the citi­ 
zens for their ticket. 
Judge W. P. Gardiner states that he 
is not a candidate for City Attorney, and 
that he will not serve if elected. 
Dr. Bryant announced yesterday that 
he had withdrawn from the fight fo r 
the Council in the Third Ward as an in­ 
dependent candidate. 
There will be a number of workers in 
the field to-day for the “ Scratch” ticket. 
The church division of the Republican 
party are anxious to see it carry the day. 
It will probably take several hoars to 
count the vote to-night, and the proba­ 
bilities are that it will not be counted be­ 
fore to-morrow morning in some of the 
precincts. 
The Republicans took the name of R. 
J. Nortbam from their ticket in the 
Eighth Ward yesterday, and pat Mr. 
Kingsley, of Kingsley A Barnes, on in its 
place for member of the Board of Educa­ 
tion. 
Borne of the Republicans tried to ring 
u£ the old “chestnut” of an assessment 
in shady places for the benefit of the 
Democratic candidates. It would not be 
surprising if a Republican paper did not 
try to give this as news this morning. 
A Republican paper yesterday morn­ 
ing stated that W. R. Burke was hand- 
’ing Mayor Bryson’s “saok.” This is not 
so, and Mr, Burke was much annoysd 
by applicants for money yesterday. He 
had promised to aid Mr. Bryson legiti­ 
mately, as had all other good Democrats, 
but this was all there was in the state­ 
ment.

FOUND GUILTY. 


T he R esu lt e t th e T r ia l o f W . More 
Y r a a f . 
The esse of W. More Yonng, of 
Fresno, charged with having made false 
returns to the Revenue Department of 
tbs amount of brandy manufactured by 
the Fruitvale Wine Company, of which 
he was secretary, was brought to a con­ 
clusion yesterday afternoon. When the 
United States District Court opened 
yesterday morning, Hon. W. 
E. C. 
Munday commenced his argument for 
the defendant, whose wife and child were 
in court. 
He reviewed the evidence 
thoroughly, and made a masterly speech, 
holding that his client had no knowledge 
that brandy was being made at the 
winery for the purpose of fortifying the 
wine, orthat more was made than had 
been accounted for in the reports. 
He was followed by United States 
District Attorney Denis, who had con­ 
ducted the case for the Government 
with mnch ability, and then Judge Ross 
delivered bis instructions from notes he 
had made from those furnished him by 
the attorneys. The jury retired shortly 
after 2 o’clock and wsrs out About two 
hours. It was thought from this that no 
agreement could be reached, but it ap­ 
pears that a compromise verdict was 
reached. There were five counts in the 
charge and the jury brought in a verdict 
finding him guilty on one count and not 
Silty on the other four counts. The 
fendant was greatly affected by the 
verdict, which, under the law, will give 
him from one to five years’ imprison­ 
ment. His wife and other ladies present 
cried, and the scene was quite affecting. 
The day of sentence will be fixed later.

B e u on atrn cted. 
I By Edw ard F. G. Griffith, associate m em ber 
in stitu te of C ivil E ngineers; Fellow of R oyal 
Sanitary Institute of G reat B ritain. ] 
The paving of Los Angeles is a matter 
which concerns every citizen. 
Now, at first sight, many may think, 
well, it is not my business; what can it 
matter to me how it is paved ? 
Now, did it ever strike those who may 
thus look upon the question, that it is 
one which concerns each individual ¿very 
closely ? Is it not the case that muddy 
streets mean eoiled clothes, wet feet, 
dirty boots aud dirty houses ? To clean 
the clothes wears them out, to clean 
your boots is a very expensive luxury, 
and one only to be indulged in by the 
rich; to clean the houses costs both time 
and labor, besides doing much damage 
to carpets, etc. 
The amount of paving already executed 
in Los Angeles is not very large, and the 
question which naturally arises to one’s 
mind first, is: Do the majority of the 
citizens coneider that the paving already 
done, including that of the sidewalks, 
satisfactory, or, in other words, have 
they received good value for the money 
expended, and if not, why? 
Were the question of street paving a 
new process, then one would naturally 
expect a certain amount of failure, but 
when the city can obtain the most pre­ 
cise information as to the methods 
adopted by other cities, it eeems strange 
that this city has as vet, not been able 
to profit by the mistakes and failures of 
others. 
I t is a fa c t t h a t a f te r a ll th e la b o r a n d 
m o n e y w h ic h h a s b e e n e x p e n d e d , 
th e 
c itiz e n s o f L ob A n g e le s w o u ld fin d it d if­ 
fic u lt to s h o w tw e n ty y a r d s o f s tre e t p a v ­ 
ing, w h ic h m e a n s fro m th e fa ce o f o n e 
house to th e fa ce o f th e o p p o site h o u se , 
that are a c tu a lly c o n s tru c te d o n s o u n d 
and co m m o n s e n s e p rin c ip le s ? 
It must be understood that I do not re­ 
fer to the work which has been carried 
oat within the past few months. 
' Now what is street paving, including 
aidewalks and curbing ? First, it must 
be smooth, eaeily swept, dry in all 
weathers and must wear. 
In designing street paving there are 
many questions to be considered, which 
to the uninitiated appear frivolous, but 
which at the same time are of the ut­ 
most importance to the comfort of the 
citizens. Where, except in Loe Angeles, 
can a man walk at night, and even in the 
without knocking the heels off his 
boots, through one piece of sidewalk be­ 
ing two or three inches higher than the 
other, or fall into the ditch ?—Take aa a 
sample the corner of Sixth and Olive. 
Climate has an immense deal to do 
with the character and deecription of the 
paving to be used. To express exactly 
what I mean, in cold countries you re­ 
quire a warm paving and in hot countries 
yon require a cold one; in the latter, 
however, you have to pay special atten­ 
tion toithe glare. Few know, except­ 
ing those that have to live in a city like 
Los Angeles, how painful the glare be­ 
comes. 
In a climate such as this, it is 
impossible to prevent the effects of glare, 
bat a great deal can be done to obviate 
it. 
There are many different kinds of pav­ 
ing and every locality has to choose that 
which is best adapted to the climate, and 
tbs citizens of Los Angeles have to ask 


themselves the question, which is the 
best to adopt for their city. 
There ie one point which ie the most 
important of all, in a measure, it, practi­ 
cally speaking, does not make any differ­ 
ence what kind of pavement you adopt 
provided the work is thoroughly carried 
out. Are the citizens of Los Angeles, for 
instance, content with the way in which 
First street has been paved ? It would 
be difficnlt to find work of the same clase 
so badly done. 
It must be clearly understood that I 
have no interest whatever in saying 
whether First street or any other street 
in Loe Angeles is well or badly paved, 
excepting this, that as I become a reel 
dent of Loe Angeles or its neighborhood! 
I shall take a pride in seeing the city 
built np in a way that its climate de- 
gjrves. 
People may not believe, or are unwil­ 
ling to believe, that it requires as much 
engineering skill to construct a street as 
it does to construct a railway. 
Tbis let­ 
ter is written before any new Street Su­ 
perintendent is appointed. 
The resi­ 
dents here may be reminded that it 
requires a man of almost equal knowl­ 
edge to be Street Superintendent as it 
does for City Engineer. 
Now, to proceed, in my opinion, the 
best paving to adopt for Los Angeles is 
asphalt; but there are such things as 
asphalt and asphalt. Fort street has 
been lately paved. The question is, Is 
that asphalt good ? I have no hesitation 
in saying it is not. It is not well laid, 
and in less than three years will be all in 
holes. The essence of the strength of a 
building is its foundation. 
Has the as­ 
phalt which is laid on Fort street any 
foundation? 
Mv experience in 
the 
world has been that about the thinnest 
concrete I ever saw put underneath as­ 
phalt was about four inches. The streets 
in London are paved with one solid foot 
of real good concrete before the asphalt 
is laid. 
Now, Fort street has a few 
stones laid down on the surface, quite 
independent of the sinkage which may 
occur. 
Through water, sewers and 
other causes, the ground is more or less 
bound to sink j but, independent of that, 
good asphalt is as hard as the hardest 
granite, and I can show asphalt, laid 
down in the street before the Mansion 
House, in London, which, if you take a 
penknife and try to make an impression 
on it. it is very much the same as trying 
to make an impression upon hard gran­ 
ite. Further, to lay that asphalt per 
square foot costs less than it does to lay 
the asphalt on Fort street.

The 
New York World warn9 Mr. Cleveland to 
relinquish all political aspirations; that 
the prizes of public life are not for h im ; 
that he had better resign himself to ob­ 
scurity, and much more to that effect.

After 
a long debate the conference report was 
agreed to, yeas 168, nays 88. 
Springer presented the conference re­ 
port on the Territorial bill. 
The bill, as 
agreed to in conference, provides for the 
admission of the States of North Dakota, 
South Dakota, M ontana and Washington. 
The Territory of Dakota is to be divided 
on the line of the seventh standard par­ 
allel, produced due west to the weBtern 
boundary of the Territory. 
The dele­ 
gates selected to the Constitutional Con­ 
vention north, of this parallel, shall as­ 
semble a t Bismarck, and those elected 
south of th e parallel, at Sioux Falls. The 
delegates to the Convention in each of 
the proposed new States shall be elected 
on the Tuesday after the first Monday in 
May next, and shall m eet on tbe 4th of 
July and declare that they adopt the 
Constitution of the United States. They 
are authorized thereupon to form Consti­ 
tutions and 
State 
governments.

election for 
delegates to the convention in South 
Dakota that the electors shall vote for or 
againBt the Sioux Falla constitution. 
If 
the majority of votes shall be for the 
constitution, the convention shall re­ 
subm it to the people of South Dakota, 
for ratification or rejection, tbe constitu­ 
tion framed at Sioux Fails, and also the 
articles and propositions separately sub­ 
mitted, including the question of locating 
a temporary seat of government, with 
snch changes only as relate to the nam e 


provided, 
b ut the archives, recoids 
and books of the Territory of Dakota 
shall remain at Bismarck, the capital of 
North Dakota, nntil an Agreement in 
reference there o is reached by the said 
States. 
Rut if, in the election for^dele­ 
gates to the Constitutional Convention in 
South Dakota, the majority of all the 
votes cast shall be against the 8ioux 
Falls Constitution, it shall bo the dutv of 
the Convention to form a Constitution 
as if th at question had not been sub­ 
mitted to the people. It is made the 
dnty of the President to adm it the four 
new States by proclamation, if the Con­ 
stitutions formed are ratified at an elec­ 
tion to be held on the ¿ret Tuesday in 
October. 
Each of the new States shall 
be entitled to one representative in Con­ 
gress, except South Dakota, which shall 
be entitled to two representatives. 
Section eleven provides th at all lands 
herein granted for educational purposes 
shall be disposed of only at public sale, 
and of a price not less than $10 an acre 
the proceeds to constitute a perm anent 
school fuud, the interest of w htch only 
shall be expended in the support of 
schools, but such lands may, under such 
regulations as the Legislature shall pro­ 
scribe, be leased for periods of not more 
than live years, in quantities not exceed­ 
ing one section, to any < ne person or com­ 
pany, and such lands shall not be su b ­ 
ject to pre-emption, homestead entry, or 
any other entry, under the lands law of 
the United States, w hether surveyed or 
nnsnrveyed, but shall be reserved for 
school purposes only.

It was apparent from his conver­ 
sation, prior to his meeting th e General, 
th at he was inclined to be indignant at 
the suggestion that the Slope had been

arranged. 
There

doubt 
but

brought 
with him a pocketful of letters, repre­ 
sentations and petitions, from the Pa­ 
cific Slope Congressmen and Senators. 
He spent the m orning with General 
Harrison and was his guest at luncheon. 
After lunch tbe general took him out for 
a walk, calling at the Capitol and view­ 
ing the city generally. L ater in the 
afternoon, when Morrow returned to his 
hotel after passing some five hours in 
the company of th e President-elect, he 
was in an exceedingly pleasant frame of 
mind, in marked contrast with the dis­ 
position he manifested on his firet land­ 
ing, but he had been herm etically sealed 
by some one, and to all inquiries and

England’s Premier Did Not Think 
that Action Was Called For in 
the Premises. 


I Associated Press DlsDStchea to the H kkald. I 
W a s h in g t o n, February 20. — The 
Preeident to-ilay sent to Congress the 
correspondence on the Lord Sackville 
m atter, with a purely formal letter of 
transmission. The correspondence opens 
with copies of the Murchison letter and 
Lord Sackville’s reply thereto. On Octo­ 
ber 25th Secretary Bayard, in a tele­ 
gram, directs M inister Phelps to invite 
Lord Salisbury's attention to the Murchi­ 
son letters and to express the confident 
reliance of this Government upon the 
action of Her M ajesty’s Government in 
the matter. On the following day Sec­ 
retary Bayard telegraphs to Minister 
Phelps that W est’s usefulness to this 
country is at an end, that a strong public 
sentim ent had been aroused and that 
Lord Salisbury should be perm itted os 
speedily as possible to understand 
the necessity of immediate action. 
Under date of October 28th, Minister 
Phelps telegraphB to Secretary Bayard, 
that Lord Salisbury declines to act until 
he is in receipt of the precise language of 
Lord Sackville and bis explanations. 
Lord Salisbury does not regard the Min­ 
ister’s letter alone as sufficient to war­ 
rant his recall, thus ending his diplo­ 
matic career, which would necessar­ 
ily be the case if he were dismissed by 
the Government of the United States, for 
whichjcourse there are precedents. Phelps 
states that there will be long delays with 
no decisive result, if dependence is 
placed on the movement of the British 
Government, and advises that action bo 
taken upon this intimation of Lord Salis­ 
bury’s. The correspondence then gives 
the report of Secretary Bayard to the 
President on the conduct of Lord Sack- 
vilie (published heretofore). 
Under the date of October 30th, Bay­ 
ard writes to Lord Sackville: 
“ M y L ord — The Preeident of the 
United States has instructed m e to in­ 
form you that, for good and sufficient 
causes which are known to yourself, and 
have been duly brought to the knowledge 
of your government, he has, with great 
regret, become convinced that it would 
be incompatible with the beet interests, 
and detrimental to the good relations, of 
both governments that you should any 
longer hold your present official position 
in the United States, and that, accord­ 
ingly, the government of H er Britannic 
Majesty will, without delay, be informed 
cf this determination, in order that 
Another channel may be established for 
the transmission of eugUíommunicatlooB 
as may be found desirable by the two 
governments in the transaction of their 
business. W henever it is your pleasure 
to depart from dio United States, I am 
instructed to furnish you with the usual 
facilities, and, with that view, I now beg 
leave to enclose your passport in the cus­ 
tomary form,” 
On the same day Lord Sackville replies 
to Bayard acknowledging the receipt of 
this letter. 
Under date of Oatober 31st, Secretary 
Bayard communicates with Minister 
Phelps, giving a statem ent of the Mur­ 
chison correspondence and says: “ Such 
an answer to such a letter can only be 
charactirized as a groes breach of diplo­ 
matic privilege, and an unjustifiable 
abuse of his lordship’s position here, as 
the accredited envoy of a friendly power. 
H e dangerously invaded the exclusive 
sovereignty of this country over its own 
soil, its own citizens and ita affairs of 
doepest mom ent.” 
November 1st, Lord Salisbury asks for 
more definite information in regard to 
what Minister W est had done, and says 
he cannot take action until he receivea 
fuller particulars. 
On Docembcr 5tb 
last, Phelps forwards to Secretary Bay­ 
ard a copy of a note to Lord Salisbury in 
which he transm its copies of the Mur­ 
chison correspondence and newspaper 
interviews. PLelps says both the cor­ 
respondence and the Tribune interview 
appeared to the Government of the 
United States to constitute a very grave 
and unprovoked affront by Lord Sack­ 
ville to the President and Sena'e. Lord 
Salisbury replies to Phelps, December 
24, 1888, saying he has referred the 
above-mentioned letter to Lord Sackville. 
Lord Salisbury says the action of the 
United States Government has rendered 
the copies of the letters and interviews 
submitted by Phelps of no practical im- 
S 
rtauce, as they were wanted to enable 
er Majesty’s 'Government to form a 
judgment of the complaint. It is, of 
course, open to any government, on its 
own responsibility, suddenly to term in­ 
ate its diplomatic relations with any 
other state or with any particular minis­ 
ter of any other state. But it has no 
claim to demand that the other state 
shall make itself the instrum ent of that 
proceeding, or concur in it, unless that 
state is satisfied by reasons, duly 
produced, of the justice of 
the 
grounds 
on 
which 
the 
demand 
is made. In conclusion he says : “ What 
view Her Majesty’s Government would 
have taken of Lord Sackville’s action, if 
the President of the United States had 
laid before them grave and weighty rea­ 
sons for his removal, it would be super­ 
fluous now to consider. Private commu­ 
nications made by an Ambassador in good 
faith have never, I believe, before been 
m ade the subject of international com­ 
plaints, and considerable doubt seems to 
rest upon the proeise purport of the more 
public statem ents made by Lord Sack­ 
ville to newspaper reporters. But these 
were fair m atters for examination and 
discussion, if any such discussion had 
been desired. It is sufficient to say that 
there was nothing in Lord Sackville’s 
conduct to justify so striking a departure 
from the circumspect and deliberate pro- 
ceedure by which, in such cases, it is the 
usage of friendly States to m ark their 
consideration for each other. I will ab­ 
stain from comment upon the considera­ 
tions, not of an international character, 
to which you refer as having dictated 
the action of the President. I will only 
join with the Government of the United 
States in expressing my regret that a per­ 
sonal incident of this character shonld 
have in any degree qualified the harm ony 
which, for a long time past, has been im ­ 
pressed upon the m utual relations of the 


He quotes liberally from the MurchiBon 
letter, and sharply criticizes the reply ol 
Lord Sackville thereto. He says: “ The 
correspondence not only constituted an 
unprecedented interference in our domes­ 
tic politics, but it contaihed gross im­ 
pugnments of the President’s public ac­ 
tion ; hence, had the objectionable con­ 
duct of Lord Sackville ended with his re­ 
ply to the Murchison letter, the situa­ 
tion would have been sufficiently serious. 
But in the various statements made by 
him to representatives of the public 
press, impugnments of the action of this 
goverment were exercised.” 
The Secretary then proceeds to the con­ 
sideration of that part of the Marquis of 
Salisbury’s note, laying down the rule 
which, in his opinion, governs the dis­ 
missal of diplomatic agents, and says: 
“ The offense of Lord Sackville consisted 
in personal misconduct, wholly incon­ 
sistent with his official duty and rela­ 
tions, of which no suggestion of approval 
by his Government had yet been inti­ 
mated. This present issue is not whether 
it is requisite that a Sovereign asking the 
recall ot a foreign Minister should give 
reasons for the application, but whether, 
when, as in the preseut case, such recall 
has been a°kedon the ground of his inter­ 
ference in the politics of the country to 
which he is accredited, the question of 
his culpability or the degree of such in­ 
terference is to be left, not to the decision 
of the offended Sovereign, but to the 
determination of the Sovereign by whom 
the offending m inister was accredited.” 
In conclusion, the Secretary says: 
“ An envoy is inteuded to be a confi­ 
dential intermediary between two Gov­ 
ernm ents professing friendly relations, 
and in a reliance upon his good faith 
the best assurance of continned amity 
and good understanding will be found. 
It cannot, therefore, be justly regarded 
as a cause of International offense to re­ 
quest the recall of an envoy whenever 
it is discovered that his conduct has 
been Buch as to unsettle the confidence 
of the receiving Government, nor for that 
Government to dismiss him whenever, 
in its judgment, circumstances have 
arisen, owing to his misconduct, which 
endanger its own safety and welfare or 
tend to jeopardize the good relations of 
the two Governments.”

FENIAN SECRETS GIVEN AWAY.

C hica g o, February 21.—The will of 
the late Charles S. Hull, a wealthy land­ 
lord, who rented a hundred houses, was 
offered for probate to-day. It was a 
document filling scarcely one page of 
legal cap, but disposed of property esti­ 
mated all the way from $2,000,000 to 
$5,000,000. The will was made October 
21,1884, and leaves his entire estate to 
Hewen Culver, manv years housekeeper 
for tho deceased, Hull left no children 
and no natural heirs nearer than nephews 
and nieces. The natural heirs will con­ 
test the will on the ground of undue influ­ 
ence. They num ber fifteen, all nephews, 
nieces, grand nephews and grand nieces 
of deceased. Among them are Ida M. 
French, Charles A. Narramore, of Cali­ 
fornia; Hortense and Ida Narramore, 
both of California, and Frank (Narramore, 
of Georgia. The last three are tit? chil­ 
dren of Ebód F. “ úrráiúoré, & deceased 
son of Eunice, a sister of Hull’s. The 
will was admitted to probate, and Helen 
Culver made executrix under an in­ 
dividual bond of $2,000,000. The heirs 
took an appeal to the Circuit Court. The 
heirs claim that Miss Culver was the 
wife of the deceased in everything but 
name, and that will explain their cutting 
off. 
Included in the estate is about 
$1,000,000 worth of property in Chicago, 
mostly dwelling houses, and in other 
States Hull is said to have possessed 
real estate worth several millions.

Houston and Piggott’s Compromising 
Testimony on the Plans of 
the Patriots. 


I Associated Press Dispatches to the H e r a l d . I 
L o n d o n, February 20.—The cross­ 
examination of Houston, the Secretary 
of the Irish Loyal and Patriotic Union, 
was continued. WitneBs said he 
stroyed Piggott’s letters to him according 
to the agreement between them . W it­ 
ness did not attem pt to secure any means 
of testing the genuineness of the letters 
by sending to get the names of the men 
from whom Piggott got them. His part 
was done when he secured the letters. 
He had no means whatever of testing any 
part of Piggott’s story,which he regarded 
as probable, especially as newspaper re 
ports of the dispute between Parnell and 
the American extremists to some extent 
confirmed Piggott’s story that the letters 
were left in a bag found in a room in 
Paris. Witness saw Stead, the editor of 
the lJall Mall Gazette, before he obtained 
possession of the letters, and asked him 
to take up tbe m atter which would lead to 
the disclosures. Stead said he had lost 
£3,000 bv the publication of the “ Modern 
Babylon” articles, and did not care to 
touch anything else unless sure it would 
be successful. 
W hen the witness visited Paris he had 
no genuine specimens of either Parnell’s 
or Egan’s writing. He accepted the 
letters solely on Piggott’a word. “If,” 
said the witness, “ Piggott had been 
needy or fraudulent enough to attem pt to 
commit perjury, my action would have 
assisted him ; but I do not adm it that he 
was. either. 
Piggott’s interviews with 
Laboucbere shook my faith in him , and 
therefore my mind was not easy until he 
had signed a sworn declaration.” 
Witness further said that he might 
have told Stead thct Sexton and Dillon 
were implicated in the Pham ix Park 
murders, but, if he did so, it was on the 
authority of a statem ent made by E o­ 
cene Davis to Piggott, a copy of which 
was produced by the witness. 
H e did 
not know where the original was. Two 
days before the Commission opened 
Piggott wrote him an abusive letter, de­ 
manding that,after giving his testimony, 
he should be given £5,000. 
Houston said that between October, 
1886. and January, 1888, he paid Piggott 
£200, but the Times paid his bills from 
May, 1887. Prior to November, Piggott 
informed witness that W hitehan, a TulJa- 
more solicitor, had called npon him aud 
informed him that a gentleman from 
America wanted to have an interview 
wiiu Mm jn Dotuton. He did not say 
the American came from Eagan. White­ 
hall asked Piggott if he had any of Egan’s 
letters, as he was prepared to purchase 
them at a high price.. Pigott, when he 
wrote to witness demanding £5,000, said 
he had been coerced in Soame’s office 
into making a statem ent under false pre­ 
tences. Witness did not answer the let­ 
ters containing notes made by Piggott of 
the latter’a conversation with Eugene 
Davis. According to these notes, Davis 
stated that Egan took him into his con­ 
fidence. Davis knew that the I. R. B. 
and T. B. were connected with the 
League, one working openly and the 
other secretly, the “ B .’s” finding 
money. Egan was in Paris with Par­ 
nell. O’Kelly, Dillon, Brennan and 
Harris in 1881. H e told Davis he had 
had a long conference with those gentle­ 
men, and that all had agreed that the 
situation rendered reprisals against Eng­ 
land imperative, and that England’s 
power could be neutralized only by re­ 
moving as m any of her leading men as 
possible. W alsh, Sheridan and others 
were to be sent to Ireland to plan the 
murders.

I n d i a n a p o l i s , February 2 0 .—The moat 
interesting phase of Cabinet speculation 
now is the prevailing impression that the 
Pacific slope is going to be left out. Until 
within the past few days, it has been gen­ 
erally believed that California would cer­ 
tainly be represented, but the recent pub­ 
lication of complete Cabinet slates with 
California omitted, has given rise to many 
conjectures as to the cause. The gener 
ally accepted theory is that it is due to 
factional strife and too many ambitious 
aspirants, whose friends are entirely too 
ready to privately make detrimental 
charges. Judge EBtee was regarded as 
having the best chance of being called, 
and it is by no means regarded as settled 
that either his name or some other Cali­ 
fornian’s will not finally appear among 
the Cabinet stars. 
General Harrison preserves his accus­ 
tomed reticence about this, as all other 
-Cabinet matters. Congressman Morrow, 
of San Francisco, arrived from Washing­ 
ton this morning, and proceeded imme­ 
diately to Harrison’s residence. He came 
to urge that the Pacific slope be recog­ 
nized. He had blood in bis eye, so to 
speak, when he left Harrison’s home, and 
the suggestion that California is going to 
be left out, brought from him a quick 
protest. He expects to return to Wash­ 
ington this afternoon.
